was also satirical upon tbe subject. 
'•Ah, one of tbe decorated?" she used 
to ask each guest who was shown into 
her salon. 


But Napoleon had gauged human na- 


ture correctly. His Legion of Houor 
did meet a felt want, and it was defi- 
nitely inaugurated on July 14, 1804. 
Among the eminent men of science 
and men of letters on whom it was 
then bestowed were included Laplace, 
tbe mathematician: Lalande, the as- 
tronomer; Cuvier, the naturalist, and 
Legouve, the poet. The most notable 
name omitted was that of Bernurdiu 
de St. Pierre, just then in disgrace for 
championing Mme. de Stael, whom Na- 
poleon had banished, but be got tbe 
decoration later on tbe entreaty of 
Queen Hortense. 


After Jena Goethe was decorated. A 


little later high promotion in tbe order 
was given to General Lamarfjue, to 
whom Sir Hudson Lowe had surrender- 
ed at Capri. "AVbat did you do with 
him?'1 asked Napoleon. "Tbe kin? of 
Naples had him exchanged for a Nea- 
politan general who was a prisoner in' 
Sicily." "Very well: there is no harm 
in letting this English colonel go. He 
is not dangerous." It seems not usi- 
ikely that Sir Hudson Lowe remem- 
bered this sarcasm when he was Na- 
poleon's jailer a few years afterward. 


After Napoleon's downfall tbe ques- 


tion of suppressing the Legion of Hon- 
or arose. Chateaubriand, whom Napo- 
eon had not decorated, strongly urged 
ts abolition. So did- Puzzo di Borgo.- 
5Iarshals Victor, Marmont and Mae- 
donald opposed. After debate it was 
decided to recognize and retain tbe or- 
der, not on any high moral or patriotic 
rounds, but because Louis XYI11. 
could not afford to make himself more 
unpopular than he was already by 
stripping people of their decorations, 


hateaubriand and Lamartine consent- 


ed to accept tbe red ribbon, but it was 
ilso conferred upon a great number of 
worthless personages and so brought 
iuto contempt. 


There have been many Legion of j 


Honor scandals since those days, but 
one of them surpasses all the others in 
magnitude. This is, of course, the Wil- 
son scandal, tbe history of which, 
though intricate, is worth recalling. 


The trouble may be said to have be- 


gun on the day on which Mile. Alice 
Grevy fell in love with an opera singer 
who need not be mentioned here. He 
wanted to marry her, aud she wauled 
to marry him, and the papers were be- 
ginning to couple tbe two nam.es in a 
manner most embarrassing to tbe pres- 
ident of the republic. Tbe president, 
however, scut tbe opera singer about 
bis business and found his daughter 
another husband, not a very good bus- 
baud, but tbe best husband lie couhl 
procure oil tbe spur of tbe moment. 
His choice fell upon M. Daniel "Wilson, 
wbo bad loug been one of M. Gre\y"s 
political supporters and was a financier 
of some mark. 
t 


No sooner was M. Wilson established 


at tbe Blysee than he proceeded to en- 
rich himself by various means. Among 
other things, he founded a paper called i 
Le Moniteur de 1'Exposition Univcr-1 
selle, T7hich really covered a traffic in 
decorations. 
Tbe whole story came 


out in a state trial toward tbe end of 
1887. It was proved that Wilson bad 
made a regular practice of selling tbe 
Legion of Honor, or, rather, of invit- 
ing people who wanted it to bribe him 
to use his influence to obtain it for ! 
them. His overtures were presented , 
through his jackals, Generals d'Aud- j 
lau and Cafferel and Mines. Limousin 
and Ratazzi. and tbe whole party had 
to stand in tbe dock together. 


Wilson was sentenced to two years' j 


imprisonment, a fine of o.OOO francs 
and five years' deprivation of civil 
rights. He appealed, and tbe court of 
cassation annulled the judgment. Tbe 
accused, said tbe judges, was obviouri- 
ly guilty of everything that he was 
charged -with, but as his offenses were 
not anticipated by any punitive law he 
could not be punished. So be retired

thur Goebel lost the papers relating to 
the death of his brother. William Goe- 
bei, aud the trials of ex-Secretary of 
State Caleb Powers, James Howard, 
Henry Youtsey and others who were 
tried or indicted in Kentucky for the 
tragedy at Frankfort almost two years 
ago. These papers include affidavits, 
confessions and volumes of testimony. 
While Arthur Goebel suffered consid- 
erable loss in the burning of the stove, 
he grieved more over the loss of these 
papers than over the loss of his goods. 
Since the death of his brother Arthur 
Goebel has given most of his time to 
securing evidence for the attorneys in 
the prosecution in these cases.

Cur city people are in much more dan- 
ger than country people from the fact 
that the remedies used will discolor 
fences, buildings and monuments, and 
many 
ornamentals are difficult 
to 


treat. Do not 
be tempted to buy 


stock, because it is cheap, of an un- 
known or irresponsible nursery. 


I think that many Licking county 


hill farms are adapted to apple cul- 
ture, so I quote quite largely from the 
paper on "Apple Culture for Central 
Ohio." This was by Mr. Vergone of 
Delaware, Ohio, who has the largest 
and most successful orchard in Cen- 
tral Ohio. In the great orchards of 
California. Michigan and 
Western 


New York, cultivation is made much, 
of, and Mr. Vergone's orchard attract- 
ed much attention from our students 
and scientists from the fact that it 
has never been plowed, never been 
cultivated, and yet those who travel 
and investigate say there is no other 
orchard like it in the state. 


For setting his trees Mr. Vergono 


digs a hole about three feet in diame- 
ter and 18 inches deep during the fall 
or winter, inverting the sod in tBe 
bottom of the hole, sets in the spring, 
starts the head of his tree about three 
feet high, leaving five or six limbs dis- 
tributed about a central trunk, so as 
to balance the tree, and mulches the 
tree with about a ton of manure to 
ten trees. In the fall he rakes away 
the mulch and mounds up the tree 
with soil about a foot 'high. In the 
spring He rakes down the mound and 
returns the mulch. He digs about the 
trees for five or six years and then 
mulches with straw, saw-dust, manure 
and the grass mown in the orchard.

ihousand bushels of apples. He docs 
not believe in alternate years, for ho 
has apples, not a full crop, but a pro- 
Stable crop, every year. 


He has an orchard 41 years planted, 


never been plowed, and but one tree 
has died. These 70 trees yielded 17 
bushels per tree of merchantable ap- 
ples, and in 1896 one of these trees 
jielded 42 bushels. 


Mr. Vergone attributes his success 


to thorough mulching and spraying. 
The mulching holds the moisture in 
the ground so that the apples grow 
large and of good color and do not 
drop. The spraying 
gives the tree 


healthy lungs (leaves) and kills scab, 
fungus, and codling moth. His varie- 
ties are principally Ben Davis, Roman 
Beauty, and Minkler, though he has 
trees of quite a number of other va- 
rieties and thinks that Stark is a 
good apple to plant in Central Ohio.
